This  year  an  entirely  new 
freshman  orientation  program 
has  been  established  at  Saint 
Josephus  College,  This  pro¬ 
gram  ^  known  as  the  Deanes 
^ctures  0  consists  of  a  series 
of  lectures  dealing  with  col¬ 
lege  education  or  related  top= 
ics  given  by  various  members 
of  the  faculty, In  preparation 
for  the  lectures  various  as¬ 
signed  readings  and  essays 
must  be  completed  by  the 
student.  Informal ^  non-compul- 
sory  coffee  hours  are  also 
scheduled,  after  each  lecture 
so  that  the  students  may  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  the  fa¬ 
culty  and  discuss  their  prob¬ 
lems^  questions,  and  so  forth 
with  them. 

To  quote  from  the  orienta¬ 
tion  booklet,  this  program 
has  been  established  ”for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  .the  new 
student  for  a  richer  and  more 
meaningful  college  experi¬ 
ence,’*  And,  with  proper  co¬ 
operation,  of  course,  this 
program  should  accomplish  its 
goal,  for  it  has  been  quite 
carefully  planned  by  the 
Orientation  Committee, 

The  thought  and  care  which 
went  into  the  organization  of 
"^he  Dean*s  Lectures  is  clear¬ 
ly  evidence  in  the  orienta¬ 
tion  booklets.  It  consists  of 
a  gei0|isral  introduction  to  the 


lecture  series  followed  by 
sections  dealing  with  the 
lectures  individually ,  These 
sections  contain  a  list  of 
the  required  and  recommended 
readings  for  each  lecture, and 
also  contain  any  required 
readings  not  found  in  the 
basic  **text**  for  the  series, 
Pauk*s  How  to~  Study  in 
College ,  A  feature  I  partic- 
ularly  liked  was  the  short 
but  informative  biographical 
sketch  of  each  speaker. 

Since  Xavier  freshmen  are 
not  required  to  attend  this 
lecture  series,  many  of  them, 
as  well  as  many  sophomores, 
will  think  that  they  contain 
stuff  we®ve  already  heard, 
etc  op  etCo”  Of  course,  this 
may  be  partially  true,  but 
tnis  is  no  reason  for  not 
attending  because  there  is 
also  much  that  has  not  been 
heard  before  in  themo  On  the 
other  hand,  I  will  not  be  so 
foolish  as  to  suggest  that 
everyone  drag  himself  over  to 
the  auditorium  to  listen  to 
every  lecture,  because  to  lis¬ 
ten  to  a  lecture  without  any 
interest  in  it  is  a  sheer 
waste  of  timeo  My  suggestion 
is  simply  thiss  pick  out  the 
lecture  or  lectures  that  you 
think  would  be  of  interest  to 
you,Then  get  some  information 
on  the  lecture  from  an  orien¬ 
tation  booklet.  If  you  can, 
do  the  required  readings,  and 
then  attend  the  lecture  with 
an  open  mind.  Perhaps  you 
could  even  go  to  the  coffee 
hour  afterwards.
